Pray give me the Rea- 
(nof ebis, and what «f2 Deacons are of, ip they da 
not perform this, for the Priest is to adminsjter the 
Sacraments, Pray and Preach; and this feems to be 
tne Office for whic’ they were Ordained: and tho we 
find St. Philip atd Preach and Baptife, we don’c find 
he did not pe.vorm thistoo.} Pr«y fasl not to Anfwer 
this next IVeek if poffible, for i am much in th Dark 
concerning it and defive to be enlighened by you. 
Your Humble Servant, &c. 
A, The words in the Ordination Office are, 
thar it isthe Office of Deacons to Jook after the 
Pwor, 6c. Where Provifion is fo made. This 
imply’s that there may be a Provifion made to ex- 
cule them trom that Part of their Office, as in Fact 
there is now in Eag/and by having Overteers of the 
Poor appointed in every Parith. For if by the 
laws of the State this Budinefs is taken off their 
Hanis, fo as there is no neglect of the Poor, with 
what Reafon can it be urged that this is any long- 
et their Duty ? Neither does it therefore follow 
thar in this Cafe the Order is ulelefs or Superfluous 
and oughr to ceafe ; for that there remains other 
Bafine s for them ro do is declared by our Church: 
end that the tame doth of Right belong to them, 
aay be proved by the {nftance of St. Philip men- 
toned by the Querift, by their execuring of the 
tne Offices in the primitive Church as St. Igna- 
tus teftities, and by confidering the Natmre ox the 
Qualifications of a Deacon mentioned by Sr. Pan’, 
‘1 Tim, Co. 3.) which are almott as high as thofe 


of a Bifhop; whence it may be rationally inferred 
that the Office of a Deacon is of proportionable 
Dignity. The fame Apoftle adds that they thai 
have uted the Office of a Deacon wiil purchate ro 
themlelves a good Degree; from which words 
may be likewife drawn an Argument for the Per- 
petuiry of this Order, fince ir is here intimated to 
be a Qualification in Order to be promoted to a 
higher Dignity in the Church,
